To  His  Excellency, 

JESSE  F.  McDonald, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 

and  the  Sixteenth  General  Assembly. 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Lunacy  Commissioners  presents 
its  report  concerning  the  management  of  the  State  Asylum  for 
the  two  years  ending  November  30,  1906. 

The  landed  estate  (eighty  acres),  remains  the  same.  The 
total  valuation  of  the  land  and  buildings  is  |680,000.00  at  the 
present  time. 

Dr.  A.  P.  Busey  continues  in  our  service  as  Superintendents 
assisted  by  Dr.  B.  T.  Williams  in  the  male  and  Dr.  Alice  Lake 
in  the  female  department. 

There  are  forty-four  nurses  and  altogether  seventy-five  em- 
ployes now  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum. 

FINANCE. 

We  have  no  deficits  and  we  are  proud  to  state  that  the  in- 
stitution has  been  managed  in  such  an  economical  way  that  we 
are  enabled  to  care  for  the  expenses  for  the  first  quarter  of  our 
next  biennial  period  without  an  emergency  appropriation. 

Never  has  this  been  known  before  in  the  history  of  the  in- 
stitution. 
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We  are  compelled  to  ask  for  an  additional  appropriation 
for  a  cold  storage  plant,  as  we  have  found  bj  careful  examination 
that  we  can  not  build  one  sufficient  for  our  needs  for  the  sum  of 
15,000.00  already  appropriated.  We  would  strongly  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  |l8,000.00  to  proceed  with  the  installment  of 
a  Webster  Heating  system  for  all  buildings,  including  the  three 
new  cottages  asked  for  in  this  report.  We  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  supply  sufficient  heat  to  the  present  buildings,  and  even  to  this 
day  we  have  no  heat  for  our  amusement  hall.  By  this  means  it 
has  been  estimated  that  we  may  save  by  this  system  about  |3,- 
000.00  per  year  for  coal. 

We  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  an  expense  that' we 
believe  can  be  greatly  remedied,  namely,  that  of  purchasing  city 
w^ater;  we  have  paid  out  of  our  maintenance  fund  for  this  bien- 
nial period  |6,684.04  for  city  water,  therefore,  we  shall  ask  for 
an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  to  sink  one  or  more  artesian  wells 
and  to  erect  more  large  standpipes  and  other  means  for  fire  pro- 
tection. We  expect  to  strike  the  same  flow  of  water  that  is  found 
at  the  Clark's  artesian  wells.  We  believe  that  this  kind  of  water 
would  be  an  improvement  over  our  present  system  for  drinking 
purposes. 

This  Board  feels  that  there  is  an  extreme  necessity  for  more 
room  to  accommodate  the  insane  that  remain  outside  of  this  in- 
stitution. The  insane  population  of  these  United  States  is  rapidly 
on  the  increase,  and,  according  to  the  best  statistics  that  we  are 
able  to  gather,  Colorado  shows  a  marvelous  increase,  and  some 
arrangement  must  be  made  to  take  care  of  these  poor  unfor- 
tunates, and  we  therefore  recommend  the  erection  of  three  cot- 
tages to  cost  about  150,000.00  each  and  to  be  erected  at  once. 

It  is  our  belief  that  there  would  be  more  recoveries  of  our 
insane  if  they  were  quickly  removed  to  an  institution  after  they 
are  adjudged  insane  instead  of  having  them  retained  in  jail  and 
other  places  of  retention  till  their  disease  becomes  chronic. 

Another  important  item  is  that  we  should  have  provision 
made  whereby  some  adjoining  lots  and  more  land  can  be  pur- 
chased, so  that  these  convalescing  patients  can  have  more  out- 
side employment.  It  is  a  w^ell  established  fact  that  out-door  life 
and  employment  are  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  insane,  the 
curable  and  incurable. 

Most  all  institutions  of  this  kind  have  large  tracts  of  land 
in  connection  with  them  for  this  sole  reason,  for  most  of  the  farm 
and  truck  work  is  done  by  the  inmates,  which  is  not  only  to  their 
best  interest  but  to  the  economic  welfare  of  the  State,  therefore, 
w^e  beg  of  you  to  act  promptly  to  provide  for  the  future  insane. 
We  need  prompt  action  in  this  matter  as  we  will  not  be  able  to 
take  care  of  these  people  in  the  future  unless  you  secure  us 
ample  room. 
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We  have  established  a  telephone  system  through  all  the 
buildings,  which  has  added  to  our  fire  protection  and  is  a  saver 
of  time  to  the  employes. 

We  have  erected  several  standpipes  for  fire  protection;  we 
have  started  a  jetties  system  on  our  river  front  which  will 
eventually  reclaim  all  destroyed  land  from  the  Asylum  ground. 

The  health  and  general  condition  of  the  insane  for  the  past 
two  years  has  been,  excellent.

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SUPEKINTENDEXT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Lunacy  Commissioners  of  the  Colorado  State 
Insane  Asylum : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  for  your  con- 
sideration a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  for  the  bien- 
nial period  ending  November  30,  1906. 

There  were  residing  in  the  Asylum  at  the  opening  of  this 
period  467  men,  270  women,  a  total  of  737.  There  were  admitted 
for  the  same  period  270  men,  40  women,  making  a  total  under 
treatment  of  1,047.  There  were  discharged  recovered,  71  men, 
10  women,  a  total  of  81.  There  were  discharged  improved,  33 
men,  7  women,  a  total  of  40.  There  were  discharged  unimproved, 
16  men,  1  woman,  a  total  of  17.  There  were  discharged  as  not 
insane,  3  men,  no  women,  a  total  of  3.  Died,  96  men,  21  women,  a 
total  of  117.  Remaining  in  the  institution,  November  30,  1906, 
516  men,  271  women,  a  total  of  787. 

The  admissions  for  this  biennial  period  have  been  almost  as 
many  as  for  the  preceding  period  when  we  had  all  the  room  of 
the  new  additions  in  which  to  receive  new  cases,  thus  showing 
that  the  movement  of  populatioQ  has  been  fairly  active  for  a 
class  of  insane,  the  majority  of  whom  are  chronic  and  incurable. 
The  institution,  therefore,  has  done  very  good  work  and  has  been 
able  to  admit  nearly  all  applicants,  except  a  few  in  the  women's 
department,  which  has  had  no  vacancies  for' the  past  six  months. 

The  recovery  rate,  based  on  admissions,  is  satisfactory,  con- 
sidering the  chronic  incurable  class  we  receive.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  for  years  past  the  institution  has  been  constantly  crowded, 
patients  have  been  compelled  to  wait  admission  until,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  they  have  become  chronic  and  incurable,  and 
from  this  chronic  incurable  class  few  recoveries  are  expected. 
This,  of  course,  renders  the  percentage  of  recoveries  below  what 
it  would  have  been  if  the  cases  could  have  received  treatment 
while  in  the  acute  stage.  Our  custom  regarding  recoveries  is  to 
send  them  out  on  parole  for  a  number  of  months  and,  during  this 
period  of  time,  have  their  friends  report  to  the  institution  at 
stated  periods  the  condition  of  the  patient,  and  usually,  at  the 
end  of  three  or  four  months,  if  they  remain  well  they  are  dis- 
charged.    The  death  rate  for  the  period  does  not  exceed  that  of 
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former  reports  aud  is  as  low  as  could  be  reasonably  expected,  con- 
sidering the  great  number  of  Paretics  received  in  this  institution. 

The  work  of  the  Asylum  has  progressed  quietly  and  favorably 
during  the  biennial  period. 

The  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  but  none  were  so  unfortunate  as  to 
die  as  a  result  of  the  malady;  we  have  had  no  epidemics  of  any 
kind.  I  have  to  report  one  suicide.  A  man  hanged  himself  by 
means  of  a  bed  sheet  attached  to  the  window  guard.  The  act  was 
committed  some  time  after  midnight,  and  discovered  by  the  night 
watch  about  5  o'clock  a.  m.  This  Avas  about  the  only  serious 
calamity  that  occurred  during  the  period.  It  might  be  of  inter- 
est to  state  that  only  two  suicides  have  occurred  in  this  institu- 
tion during  the  last  seven  years,  with  an  average  population  of 
over  seven  hundred  patients.  We  continue  to  furnish  employ- 
ment of  various  kinds,  such  as  farm,  garden,  laundry,  kitchen, 
lawn,  etc.,  etc.,  to  as  many  patients  as  can  be  utilized  with  safety. 
The  work  always  proves  beneficial  to  the  patients,  and  in  many 
instances  hastens  recovery.  The  beautiful  climate  and  sunshine 
in  Colorado  enables  us  to  keep  the  entire  Asylum  population  in 
the  open  air  at  least  ten  months  out  of  the  year,  a  fact  which  has 
much  to  do  in  improving  health  and  prolonging  life  of  the  insane. 
The  institution  is  now  blessed  with  a  beautiful  lawn  and  mag- 
nificent shade  trees,  which  rest  the  mind  and  shelter  from  the 
sun's  rays,  and  render  the  patients  comfortable  for  as  long  as 
they  remain  out  of  doors.  One  feature  about  the  climate  of  Colo- 
rado, which  is  so  beneficial  to  the  insane,  is,  that  nights  are  al- 
ways cool  and  pleasant  and  sleep  is  never  prevented  or  inter- 
fered with  on  account  of  heat,  which  is  so  troublesome  in  some 
of  the  Eastern  States.  The  result  is  that  patients  are  not  noisy, 
irritable  and  restles  during  the  day.  Hypnotics  are  not  so  fre- 
quently required,  and  as  a  class  the  patients  are  nothing  like  the 
trouble  to  manage  that  they  are  in  a  warm,  sultry  climate,  where 
their  sleep  and  rest  are  distubred.  It  is  a  common  occurrence 
for  those  who  visit  the  institution  to  exjjress  surprise  at  the 
quietude  of  so  large  a  population  of  insane.  I  attribute  it  largely 
to  the  climate.  This  climatic  condition  is  conducive  to  health, 
and  therefore  acts  as  a  remedial  or  restorative  agent  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  insane,  and  in  many  instances,  combined  with  proper 
food  and  management,  is  all  that  is  required  to  effect  a  cure.  It 
has  occurred  during  this  period,  as  it  has  in  former  ones,  that 
officials  from  different  counties  in  the  State  hurry  patients  off 
to  the  institution  in  a  feeble,  sickly  condition  when  they  are  un- 
able to  take  such  a  long  journey.  Care  should  be  taken  and  medi- 
cal advice  obtained  as  to  whether  the  patient  is  in  a  fit  condition 
])liysically  to  be  removed  to  an  institution  before  the  journey  is 
undertaken.  Our  facilities  for  amusing  and  otherwise  diverting 
the  minds  of  the  patients  have  been  greatly  improved  since  the 
last  report.    The  Amusement  Hall  has  been  completed  and  in  use 
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nearly  two  years.  Weekly  dances,  divine  services  every  Sunday, 
with  an  occasional  theatrical  entertainment,  have  helped  to  vary 
the  monotonous  life  led  by  the  insane  in  an  institution  of  this 
kind.  Many  of  the  patients  attended  the  races  at  the  State  Fair 
by  invitation  of  the  president  of  the  association,  and  they  greatly 
enjoyed  the  privilege.  A  number  of  patients  have  been  taken  from 
time  to  time  to  the  Mineral  Palace  Park,  which  they  always 
seemed  to  enjoy.  Phonographs  have  been  placed  in  both  depart- 
ments of  the  institution,  and  have  been  moved  from  ward  to 
ward,  and  have  afforded  amusement  for  all.  Having  no  heating 
apparatus  in  the  Amusement  Hall,  and  being  unable  to  use  the 
hall  in  winter,  has  delayed  establishing  a  training  school  for 
nurses,  which  every  well  regulated  institution  should  have,  on 
account  of  the  great  benefit  of  same,  both  to  the  nurse  and  to  the 
institution.  This  will  be  established  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
we  then  hope  to  see  marked  beneficial  results  from  same. 

In  the  previous  biennial  report  I  called  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  the  Legislature  providing  some  way,  by  enactment  of 
law  or  otherwise,  the  appointment  of  a  condemnation  committee 
to  condemn  certain  lots  or  tracts  of  ground  both  on  east  and  west 
side  of  the  present  Asylum  tract,  and  enlarge  the  present  domain 
sufficiently  to  transact  the  business  for  the  present  population. 
It  would  add  about  fifteen  acres  on  the  west  and  perhaps  five  on 
the  east,  which  would  enable  the  institution  to  have  more  range 
for  the  stock,  dairy  herds,  etc.  As  it  is  now  the  space  for  such 
purposes  is  very  much  limited.  It  would  also  rid  the  institution 
of  a  few  cottages  that  immediately  adjoin  the  Asylum  tract,  that 
are  inhabited  by  people  who  at  times  disturb  the  patients.  By 
all  means  steps  should  be  taken  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
to  obtain  this  ground,  and  an  appropriation  should  be  made  by 
the  Legislature  with  which  to  pay  for  same.  The  cost  of  this 
ground  should  not  be  great,  because  lots  on  either  side  of  the 
Asylum  tract  are  cheap,  from  |20.00  to  flOO.OO  each,  which,  when 
put  into  acreage,  would  be  more  reasonable  than  the  price  asked 
for  some  acreage  at  a  distance.  The  acquirement  of  these  lots 
is  for  the  betterment  of  the  grounds  for  the  present  population  of 
the  Asylum,  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  making  provision  for  addi- 
tional insane  population;  that  question  will  be  dealt  with  else- 
where in  this  report.  If  this  additional  ground  could  be  ob- 
tained it  would  give  us  more  room  for  exercise  of  our  patients. 
As  it  is  now,  with  a  population  of  eight  hundred,  and  with  an 
acreage  of  perhaps  not  more  than  sixty-five  acres  left  out  of  an 
original  tract  of  eighty,  after  railroad  and  public  highways  w^ere 
taken  out,  the  space  is  very  much  circumscribed  and  necessarily 
crowded  with  such  a  large  population  as  we  have. 

If  this  institution  were  relieved  of  the  epileptics,  feeble  mind- 
ed and  criminal  insane,  as  it  should  be,  it  would  make  room  for 
many  curable  insane,  who  are  now  crowded  out  and  can  not  gain 
admission  on  account  of  the  incurable  class,  which  should  be 
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otherwise  cared  for.  The  criminal  insane  could  all  be  cared  for  at 
the  prison  by  building  a  ward  in  the  grounds  in  proximity  to  the 
prison,  which  would  cheaply  and  economically  provide  for  these 
people.  This  would  give  the  Asylum  more  room,  and  rid  the  bet- 
ter class  of  insane  from  the  baneful  effects  of  association  with 
the  criminal  class.  There  should  by  all  means  be  an  institution 
built  somewhere  in  the  State  for  the  epileptics  and  feeble  minded. 
This  class  could  be  cared  for  economically  by  building  inexpensive 
structures  on  the  cottage  plan  on  some  productive  farm  near  a 
good  market  easy  of  access;  the  epileptics  and  many  of  the  feeble 
minded  could  be  made  almost  self  sustaining  by  the  labor  they 
would  perform.  This  is  a  matter  that  is  very  important,  and  the 
rapid  grovsth  of  the  population  of  the  State  demands  that  this 
question  receive  attention  as  soon  as  possible.  Provision  must  be 
made  for  these  various  classes,  and  that  the  State  may  be  abreast 
with  progress  made  by  other  States,  I  hope  the  Sixteenth  General 
Assembly,  in  its  wisdom,  may  see  fit  to  appropriate  money  to 
start  this  enterprise.  As  the  Fifteenth  General  Assembly  failed 
to  make  an  appropriation  for  special  work,  nothing  in  the  way 
of  new  improvements  has  been  carried  on  during  the  period.  The 
fifty  thousand  dollar  appropriation  asked  for  for  a  new  cottage 
for  women  was  denied,  and  resulted  in  that  department  becoming 
overcrowded,  and  for  six  months  past  have  had  to  refuse  nearly 
all  women  applicants.  The  twelve  thousand  dollar  repair  fund 
was  likewise  not  allowed ;  therefore,  only  the  ordinary  repairs 
such  as  could  be  made  by  our  engineer,  carpenter  and  others  have 
been  performed.  The  appropriation  for  cold  storage  having  been 
denied,  has  compelled  the  institution  to  await  the  meeting  of  the 
Sixteenth  General  Assembly,  hoping  this  very  important  addition 
may  be  provided  for,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  essential  things  con- 
nected with  an  institution  of  this  character. 

Kepairs  of  a  general  kind  for  the  protection  of  property  have 
been  made.  The  fire  escapes  were  all  painted  inside  and  out,  the 
smokestack  at  boiler  plant  was  painted,  the  tile  sewer  under  the 
east  end  of  men's  building  being  badly  broken  and  leaky,  was  taken 
up  and  replaced  by  cast  iron  eight-inch  sewer  pipe,  which  should 
last  for  all  time  and  never  leak.  Several  hundred  feet  of  tile  pipe 
were  purchased  and  put  in  place  for  draining  from  down  spouts 
of  the  new  buildings. 

The  Pueblo  Water  Company  installed  meters,  and  have  done 
away  with  the  flat  rate  heretofore  given  to  the  institution.  This 
new  method  has  resulted  in  more  than  doubling  the  cost  of  water, 
and  the  present  cost  compared  with  that  of  similar  institutions  in 
other  States  is  rather  appalling  and  really  burdensome  to  the  in- 
stitution nnd  those  who  support  it. 

Standpipes  for  fire  protection  were  put  in  new  cottages;  six 
hundred  feet  of  hose  purchased  and  attached  to  same. 

Some  of  the  old  walls  in  men's  building  were  repaired  and 
painted,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  yet  in  this  kind  of  work. 
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The  dining  room  windows  in  the  new  cottages  and  likewise 
the  windows  in  the  hospital  ward  of  same  were  screened  by  con- 
tract with  Fred  A.  Sperrj,  of  Colorado  Springs. 

A  local  telephone  system  has  been  installed  by  the  Colorado 
Bell  Telephone  Company.  It  extends  to  every  ward  and  depart- 
ment of  the  property,  and  is  not  only  a  great  convenience  but 
should  be  a  great  benefit  in  case  of  fire  breaking  out  in  any  of  the 
buildings  on  the  premises. 

The  steam  radiation  not  being  sufficient  in  the  old  cottage  to 
properly  warm  wards  of  same,  additional  radiators  were  ordered 
and  installed  by  the  Asylum  engineer,  and  the  wards  since  have 
been  quite  comfortable.  No  other  changes  in  the  heating  appara- 
tus were  necessary  to  correct  this  trouble.  The  mattress  making 
plant  for  the  institution  not  being  sufficiently  large  to  do  the  work 
for  our  present  population  was  enlarged  to  double  the  original 
size. 

The  retaining  wall  on  river  front,  bordering  the  farm  and  gar- 
den, was  repaired  and  further  protected  by  the  building  of  a  djke 
to  turn  the  water  away  from  the  wall. 

FARM    AND    GARDEN. 

For  the  limited  amount  of  ground  the  institution  has  for  gar- 
den i^urposes,  vegetables  of  all  kinds  were  raided  in  abundance  by 
our  gardener,  assisted  by  the  patients.  We  feel  the  patients  have 
been  doubly  benefited  by  this  industry — first,  by  the  labor  per- 
formed in  helping  to  produce  the  vegetables ;  secondly,  in  the  con- 
sumption of  same.  A  tabulated  statement  of  the  quantities  of  the 
various  kinds  of  produce  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this 
report,  together  with  other  tabulated  matter,  to  which  I  respect- 
fully invite  your  attention. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  for  the  period  will  be 
fully  set  forth  in  the  Board  of  Lunacy  Commissioners  part  of 
this  report  with  requirements  for  maintenance  for  the  next 
biennial  period.  The  finances  of  the  institution  at  the  present 
time  are  in  better  condition  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 
Heretofore  the  management  has  always  had  to  ask  for  an  emer- 
gency appropriation;  this  period  it  will  be  unnecessary  as  the 
institution  has  in  the  Treasury  to  its  credit  nearly  140,000.00 
which  will  pay  all  expenses  until  such  time  as  the  Sixteenth 
General  Assembly  appropriates  money  to  maintain  The  institu- 
tion for  the  coming  two  years. 

The  most  important  requirement  for  the  next  period,  except 
maintenance,  is  that  of  proper  provision  for  additional  insane 
that  are  unprovided  for.  There  must  be  at  least  150  and  pos- 
sibly 200  insane  that  are  deprived  of  state  care.    This  institution 
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with  a  capacity  for  800  patients  is  full  to  overflowing  and  ad- 
ditional accommodations  will  have  to  be  i)rovided.  Tlie  ques- 
tion of  what  the  provision  shall  be,  whether  a  new  institution 
or  additions  to  the  present  plant,  is  a  question  for  the  Sixteenth 
General  Assembly  to  determiuc  There  are  many  reasons  why 
a  new  institution  would  be  the  proper  thinc^;  the  present  tract 
of  ground  embraces  less  than  eighty  acres  after  deducting  right 
of  way  to  railroad  and  what  acreage  has  been  destroyed  by  the 
river,  the  present  population  is  800  on  this  small  tract  of  land 
with  no  way  to  obtain  enough  additional  acreage  to  put  up 
new  buildings.  Again  on  account  of  the  noise  made  by  the 
Santa  Fe  Ry.  Co.  switch  yards  the  present  location  is  a  very 
noisy  and  undesirable  one,  and  all  acute  cases  of  nervous  trouble 
are  greatly  disturbed  at  night,  making  it  an  unsuitable  loca- 
tion for  this  class.  The  first  consideration  in  a  matter  of  this 
kind  should  be  the  proper  care,  treatment,  and  comfort  of  the 
insane.  It  is  economy  as  well  as  humane  to  make  proper  pro- 
vision for  these  people;  in  the  beginning  or  incipiency  of  their 
disease  is  the  time  to  give  them  appropriate  surroundings  and 
scientific  treatment  and  thus  restore  them  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  is  cheaper  to  a  State  to  give  them  proper  care  and  restore 
them  than  to  have  them  become  chronic  and  incurable  for 
want  of  proper  facilities  and  have  to  be  supported  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State  for  life.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
these  patients  are  good  people,  they  all  have  been  tax  payers 
and  are  entitled  to  the  best  provision  the  State  is  able  to  make 
for  them.  In  consideration  of  these  facts  and  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  population  of  the  State,  it  seems  to  me  a  new  institution 
might  be  built  in  the  suburbs  of  Denver  on  a  tract  of  about 
500  acres  of  land  at  a  point  sufficiently  remote  from  the  noise 
of  railroads  and  bustle  of  the  city,  yet  at  the  vsame  time  near 
enough  to  be  easy  of  access  so  that  supplies  can  be  readily  and 
cheaply  obtained.  The  advantages  of  a  location  for  an  asylum  in 
proximity  to  a  city  like  Denver  are  very  great  from  an  economical 
standpoint  to  the  taxx)ayer.  Should  this  suggestion  not  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Legislature,  then  another  plan  would  be  to  erect 
three  more  cottages  to  the  present  plant,  and  condemn  town 
lots  to  give  sufficient  room  on  which  to  build  them.  What 
would  be  a  cheaper  plan  still,  but  not  so  desirable  or  satisfac- 
tory, would  be  to  purchase  a  farm  of  160  acres  or  more  several 
miles  west  of  the  present  tract  and  build  a  series  of  cheap  cot 
tages  thereon  and  colonize  with  the  chronic  incurable  class; 
let  them  farm,  raise  poultry  and  engage  in  other  industries 
that  would  in  a  measure  make  them  selfsustaining.  This  would 
make  room  enough  in  the  present  system  of  buildings  to  care 
for  the  new  acute  cases  that  will  apply  for  admission  during 
the  next  two  years. 
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BUILDING  FOR  STOREROO.M^  DINING  ROOM,  SLEEPING  APARTMENTS,  ETC. 

An  appropriation  for  this  much  needed  improvement  was 
asked  for  in  previous  report,  but  was  not  granted.  Fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  is  the  amount  that  would  be  required  and  I  hope 
may  be  allowed,  for  at  the  present  time  we  have  no  storeroom, 
except  dark  basement  rooms  used  for  the  purpose. 

COLD  STORAGE  AND  ICE  PLANT. 

All  well  regulated,  properly  provided  for  institutions  of  this 
kind  have  a  cold  storage  and  ice  plant,  and  this  institution  is 
badly  in  need  of  such  an  improvement,  and  we  find  the  fund  of 
15,000.00,  heretofore  appropriated,  not  more  than  half  enough, 
therefore,  I  would  ask  that  the  fund  be  made  |10,000.00,  and  let 
us  install  this  plant  as  soon  as  possible. 

REPAIR   FUND. 

The  interior  of  the  old  building  for  men  needs  overhauling, 
some  new^  flooring,  plastering,  painting,  steel  ceilings,  etc.,  etc. 
A  fund  of  at  least  |10,000.00  for  this  and  other  equally  important 
repairs  should  be  appropriated.  Last  biennial  period  the  repair 
fund  was  not  allowed  and  this  was  a  mistake,  for  State  property 
of  this  kind  should  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to  properly  do  so 
requires  a  good,  liberal  appropriation. 

LAND   PURCHASES. 

An  appropriation  of  $15,000.00  should  be  made  with  which 
to  pay  for  town  lots  that  join  the  Asylum  tract  and  thus  enable 
us  to  enlarge  the  present  domain  sufficiently  to  give  us  room  to 
properly  care  for  the  present  population. 

ARTESIAN   AVELL. 

Five  thousand  dollars  should  be  appropriated  for  an  artesian 
well  to  furnish  water  for  drinking  purposes,  the  Arkansas  river 
water  unfiltered  is  very  unhealthy  and  typhoid  fever  prevails 
every  year  on  account  of  the  use  of  it. 

WATER  PIPES. 

Two  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  should  be  appropriated 
to  put  in  new  water  pipes,  as  the  present  system  is  more  than 
twenty  years  old  and  liable  to  burst  any  day  and  flood  the  house. 

BOILER   HOUSE   EXTENSION. 

Four  thousand  dollars  should  be  appropriated  for  two  new 
boilers  to  add  to  the  present  battery,  to  meet  requirements  if 
additional  buildings  should  be  erected. 
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LIBRARY. 

A  library  fund  of  at  least  |1,000.00  should  be  made  in  order  to 
have  books  and  periodicals  for  the  inmates;  many  of  them  en- 
joy reading  and  are  thus  enabled  to  while  away  many  hours  of  a 
monotonous  existence;  while  this  fund  has  been  asked  for  in  pre- 
vious reports,  it  has  never  been  allowed,  and  the  only  reading  mat- 
ter the  patients  have  had  has  been  through  the  charity  of  the 
public. 

OFFICIAL    CHANGES. 

The  time  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Grant,  who  was  appointed  for  a  term 
of  six  years,  and  who  served  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Lunacy 
Commissioners  during  this  time,  expired  July,  1905,  and  Mr.  M. 
A.  Vigil  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  Dr.  Grant  served  the  State  well.  He  made  a  faithful,  honest, 
capable  member,  always  ready  to  sacrifice  personal  interests  in 
the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  insane,  and  did  all  he  could  to  up- 
build the  institution  and  make  its  management  a  credit  to  the 
State. 

On  January  5,  1905,  Mr.  E.  G.  Middlekamp  was  removed  as 
a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  by  the  Governor  and  Mr. 
M.  Studzinski  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  and  is 
now  serving  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  Dr.  W.  E.  Cord, 
assistant  at  the  male  department  of  the  institution,  resigned 
after  five  and  a  half  years'  service  to  enter  private  practice  and 
Dr.  B.  T.  Williams  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Dr.  W.  E. 
Cord  was  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  I  regretted 
to  have  him  leave  the  service  of  the  institution.  Dr.  Persis  White, 
the  woman  physician  at  the  women's  department,  resigned  after 
three  and  a  half  years'  service  to  nurse  and  care  for  a  sick  mother 
and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Alice  Lake.. 
During  Dr.  White's  service  she  was  very  efficient  and  took  a  great 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  inmates. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

The  institution  was  visited  and  inspected  by  his  Excellency 
Governor  Jesse  McDonald  on  diff'erent  occasions  during  his  term 
of  office.  On  one  of  his  trips  he  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Mc- 
Donald, Mrs.  Rhodes,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Williams  and  Mr.  Hagar, 
Secretary  of  the  Charity  Board.  The  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections,  accompanied  by  the  Secretary,  visited  the  in- 
stitution a  number  of  times  and  inspected  same  thoroughly.  Such 
visitors  are  always  welcome  to  the  institution. 

The  consulting  staff  of  medical  men  again  have  placed  us 
under  obligations  for  services  rendered  and  advice  given  when- 
ever called  upon. 
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The  institution  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  reading  mat- 
ter of  all  kinds  from  different  people  during  the  period ;  the  late 
Mr.  E.  G.  Stoiber  donated  a  year's  subscription,  amounting  to 
1127.00,  for  the  following  list  of  magazines  and  periodicals,  which 
was  very  much  enjoyed  by  the  inmates.
